Does the Bible Recognize, and What 
are [Their Names? 


You Will Get a Knowledge 


of the Bible Church if You 


Continue to Walk in the Light. 


As the thousands of eyes 
fall upon this question, no 
doubt there will be as many 
answers. Some may volun- 
teer an answer vocally while 
many will only let the an- 
swer run through their minds 
in silence and wonder what 
is going to tollow. This sub- 
ject is suggested on account 
of some inquiries and sug- 
gestions through the mail. 


As there are so many 
churches and all have differ- 
ent names it leaves honest 
minds in a state of perplexity. 
While the light has dawned 
on many, yet there are mil- 
lions still in the dark. It be- 
comes our duty, as children 
of light, to make our light 
more luminous so it will give 
light to a greater number of 
people. Every one that has 
received the true light should 
strive to inctease the power 
of that light so that the rays 
will extend farther into the 
darkness. The minds of hu- 
manity are darkened on ac- 
count of sin, and it takes a 
bright light to shine away the 
darkness. Many honest souls 
are in what we might term 
the star light, while others 
have passed over into the 


- moonlight, but how few are 


living in the full sunlight of 
high noon. 


Of course the multitudes 
are in the dark about the first 
principles of salvation. They 
know nothing about being 
at peace with God through 
our Lord Jesus Christ. The 
experience of sanctification is 
mystery tothe many. The 
vast majority of professing 
Christians are in the dark 
about this wonderful doctrine. 
But there are many who ac- 
knowledge this as a Scriptur- 
al doctrine that are back in 
some dark cave when the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost ev- 
idenced by the other tongues 
is mentioned. 

The light on these three 
points of doctrine has shone 
upon many souls who are 
still in the dark on the church 
question. It seems that the 
teaching on the church has 
been so blurred by the de- 
bris of opinions and tradirions 
that it has become the most 





the people rightly. The dif- 
ferent churches each have 
their way of explaining their 


right to their title and that 
they are the true Bible 
church. 


Most of our readers know 
that the common _ popular 
churches are not recognized 
by the Bible, but there are 
many others who do not have 
this knowledge, so we must 
brighten up our light and 
show them by shining forth 
the truth. Our light at pre- 
sent is little more than a little 
flickering tallow candle in 
comparison on this particular 
theme. Many get a little 
glimpse of the true Bible 
church and then seem to lose 
itas the light becomes so 
dim in the midst of the dense 
darkness around. 

I was once ina cave and 
the little light carried by our 
guide was so small it shined 
away the dense darkness on- 
ly a few feet around. One 
or two large electric lights 
would have lighted up the 
whole cave. The same is 
true in coal mines and other 
mines as well. We must 
have the volume of our light 
increased on the Bible church 
if we expect others to see it. 
But thank God it is much 
brighter than it was only a 
few years ago, and it is_ be- 
coming much plainer every 
year. 

By many the answer to the 
above question would be that 
all the churches are recog- 
nized by the Bible, in that 
each one is a branch of the 
true Bible church. Of course 
most of our readers know 
that this is not true, but there 
are many that believe this to 
be the correct view. Many 
think that all who profess 
Christ as their Savior are 
members of His church, while 
others claim that only those 
who ae really born again are 
members. This class usually 
claim that people are born in- 
to the Bible church. All of 
these views are incorrect as 
most of our people know ve- 
ry well. 


Many are now ready to 
say that the Bible recognizes 
but one Church. We often 


difficult problem to get before hear people say they are 


members of the one church. 
This expression is usually 
made by people who have no 
affiliation with any society 
that has any rule or jurisdic- 
tion over them. They often 
boast of their freedom and 
liberty because they can do 
as they please and nobody 
has any authority over them. 
If this view is correct then 
there must be something 
wrong with the Bible. But 
we all know the Bible is cor- 
rect. 


Many are trying, as they 
understand it, to follow the 
Apostles. This is good pro- 
vided you really follow them. 
But how are you to know 
when you are following the 
Apostles? Of what church 
were the Apostles members? 
If you can determine this and 
then get into the same church 
with them then you will be 
on safe footing. This is ex- 
actly the thing we are point- 
ing out. What church were 
Peter and James and John 
members of? You say the 
“Church of God’ of course. 
That is all very well, but 
were there not other church- 
es in those days besides the 
Church of God? What about 
such expressions as at Acts 
9:31, “Then had the churches 
rest;” Acts 15:41, ‘‘confirming 
the churches;’ Acts 16:5, 
“And so were the churches 
established in the faith, and 
increased in number diaily;” 
1 Cor. 16:1, “The churches of 
Galatia;” 1 Cor. 16:19, ‘The 
churchas of Asia,” etc., etc. 
This shows that there were 
churches. But you will say, 
“They were all the Church 
of God located at different 
places.” You are right in 
your answer. I will ask you 
another question: Were Peter 
James and John members of 
the Church of God at all 
these places? You answer 
at once, “No, they were mem- 


bers at Jerusalem.” I grant 
that you are correct again. 
This being the true sense, 


then I’ll ask those who say 
they are members of the one 
body or one church to please 
tell me where your member- 
ship is. They did ‘not all 
have their membership at Je- 
rusalem in those days, for 
many were members of the 
Church of God away over in 
Asia and other places that 
never saw Jerusalem. This 


will have to be admitted. 
All will admit that these 








churches were all the Church 








of God located at different 
places. Then all will have 
to admit that these churches 
were composed of members 
and these members were re- 
al human beings. There was 
one time ;when paul declared 
he had the care or. oversight 
of all the churches; and once 
when a man was found guilty 
of fornication Paul gave or- 
ders to the Church at Cor- 
inth, where his membership 
was, to put him away, or as 
we commonly express it, 
turn him out of the church. 
[dl ask those who claim they 
belong to the one church, if 
they were to become guilty 
of fornication, who would 
gather together to turn them 
out? (1 Cor. 5. 5.) 

Let us look at this from 
another stand point. You say 
you are a member of the one 
church. Where is your mem- 
bership that has a pastor who 
is a Shepherd over you in the 
Lord, to whom you must sub- 
mit because that pastor is 
watching for your soul as one 
that must give account? (Heb. 
13:17.) Also, where is your 
pastor that might become ex- 
alted and selfish and should 
put you out of the church be- 
cause you did something, 
not sinful, but that did not 
please him? I cite you to 3rd 
John 10. I also ask you who 
has authority in your ‘one 
church’ of which you are 
claiming a membership, to 
look after this backslidden 
pastor and attend to him 
when hecomes to where 
your membership is? 

But beloved, you know 
very well such people have 
no foundation for their theo- 
ry. They boast of liberty, 
and they surely have it for 
when they commit a crime 
in one city or town they can 
go to another and claim to 
still belong to the one church, 
and no one has any authority 
to “purge out the old leaven” 
and put away the vile hypo- 
crite. So such a one can go 
from place to place and still 
profess to belong to the one 
church and boast that no one 
has any authority over him. 

I will say here, upon the 
authority of God’s Word, 
that such a person, whether 
good or bad, is not amember 
of the Church of God, — the 
Bible Church, no matter how 
much he claims to be a mem- 
ber of the one church. The 
only church the Bible recog- 
nizes is the one that has the 
authority in it to deal with 


unruly members and put 
them out if they refuse to re- 
pent. And the only name 
the Bible recognizes is the 
Church of God, except as it 
is sometimes designated, ““My 
church, (Math. 16:18), ‘The 
Church,” (Acts 2: 47.), 
“Churches of Christ,” (Rom. 
16:16.), and other similar ex- 
pressicns which all refer to 
the same church. 


I'll repeat the question, 
How many churches does the 
Bible recognize, and what 
are their names? Some who 
recognize the Church of God 
as the only church seem to 
try to divide this into two 
parts—a visible and an invis- 
ible. They claim that all 
christians belong to the invis- 
ible church, and only a cer- 
tain class that definitely unite 
with it by covenant are mem- 
bers of the visible church. If 
this is true why did not Jesus 
or Peter or Paul tell us about 
the twochurches. They told 
us about the Church of God 
and made it clear that mem- 
bers are to be received, and 
turned out under certain pro- 
vocations, giving the laws to 
govern the members, and 
showing government and au- 
thority. But where are the 
laws and authority to govern 
the invsible church? Nothing 
can be church without gov- 
ernment and authority. 


But some claim that Jesus 
is the church and we are 
members of Christ because 
we have put on Christ. But 
if Jesus is the church, why 
did Jesus say, “Upon this 
rock I will build my Church” 
when He was already built? 
We admit that Jesus is the 
head of the church, and _ the 
church is mentioned as His 
body. That is, Jesus sustains 
the same relationship to His 
church that my head does to 
my body. My head directs 
and governs the motions of 
my body, so the Church is 
subject to Christ in every- 
thing. (Eph. 5:23,24.) 

We do not say there are 
no good people outside of the 
Bible Church, but we are 
free to say that they cannot 
be properly spoken of as 
members of ‘the one church’, 
or ‘the invisible church’, for 
church in the true sense 
means government. It is in 
this sense that the women are 
to keep silence in the church- 
es. It is in this capacity that 
the gift of tongues must be
